Tho elevated railway 
ring handled him as it pleased, and at its 
command ho vetoed tho nve-oont fare 
bill, and thus slapped the working men 
in tho face. A man so influenced by rings 
and cliques would tie a dangerous man 
in the presidential chair.

It is remarkable that tlio 
loss of Itfo was not very serious. Mr. Fred- 
erick Alston was severely injured about tho 
lead. Jacob Brown, engineer of tho 3 o'clock 
train, was fatally injured. Henry C. Bavon, 
and James Longmore received injuries about 
tho face and head.

iurt, but with tho exception of Brown and 
.xjssibly one other, none will dio.

You complain that I did you an injustice 
in an address to tho people- of this city made 
tho evening boforo. * * * You admitted 
under oath that tho sum of money amounted 
to SC",000, but your defense is that tho em- 
bezzlement did noc wholly occur undor-your 
administration, but that part o£ it was imdor 
that of your predecessor. It seems , to have 
covered ix iioriod trotn Juno 21. 1SSO, down 
to Jan. 25, ISM. Does that help your case* 
You were at the head ot the department 
one year and nine months of; that period; 
your 
predecessor about one year and 
ten months. He was in office at tho pay- 
moutof tho first false voucher, Juno MJ, 
18SO, and up to April 17, 1SS3, when you camo 
in, and you continued thcnco until tho last 
(also voucher was paid, Jan. 25,1884. -Tho 
period was almost equally divided between 
yourself ar.d your predecessor. How much 
of 503,000 was paid out under yourself, and 
how much under, your predecessor! Your 
letter does not show. But, sir, upon tho ques- 
tion that I was discussing, does it make any 
difference who was secretary when the false 
vouchers, were paid? I urged that in cases 
like this, when frauds ore concealed in tlio 
vaults or books of tho department, tho only 
remedy of the people is by a change of control, 
so that the books and vouchers shall como 
under examination of now and disinterested 
men 
Do you think I ani answered when you 
say I was mistaken in supposing that in this 
case tho frauds frero all undor your adminis- 
tration, when, in fact, a part of them 01- 
tonded back into that of your predecessor's? 
Whv, sir, that makes your case worse, for 
the bureau of medicine and surgery defalca- 
tion is large, but the more serious fact is that 
it could and did oxtond through two admitrs- 
tratious of tho department, a period OS nearly 
four years, without detection. But It be- 
comes mons serious, as far as you are' indi- 
vidually concerned, when tho fact is consid- 
ered that you Una notice and yst took no 
sufficient action, 
* * * * Now -what notices had you? 


According to tho Associated Press report of 
your testimony, you received a letter last year 
charging Carrigun, Olio 
1 ot tbe parties, with 


drumsonnoss, and after that a man coma to 
you and told you .that Kirkwood and Carri- 
gtin woro -engaged In frauds. Did not that put 
you upon uoticO and investigation) You tosti- 
Kod that some inquiry was made, and that 
the conclusion was thatwhilo there were some 
suspicious circumstances they did not war- 
rant tho conclusion of guilt After a notice, 
verbal and in writing, you loft the men in of- 
fice. You did not bring tboJrauds to light 
nor tho guilty parties to punishment. It was 
Government Detective Wood who discovered 
tho frauds, and tho Associated Press report 
says Wood declared ho would have no fur- 
ther dealings with your deportment, but 
would press tho investigation before congress.

Charley Ward, tho lat 
lamented song-writer and composer, soin 
years ago made a Lmnorious Irish souf 
entitled "ljat Malloy," in honor of this mau 
and everybody knows what an unqualiile 
success it was. Deceased having diad sud 
denly, Coroner Mlllor WOB called, and foun 
that death was caused by apoplosy. Tb 
funeral was attended by about. 2,000 of ou 
best Irish citizens and innumerable citizar 
of other nationalities.

Xlio Laud of Dakota. 


TO the Editor. 


Our trip to Dakota ot tliis season of 


tho year was on-o of great pleasure, made 
so by the ample accommodations of tho 
Chioago & Northwestern railway, whoso 
officers and employes showed us the 
greutost kindness snd civility the entire 
length of 
the route from. Janesvilla, 


to Ordway, Dakota, a distance o£ six 
hundred sixty-two miles. 


The ecouery by Devils Lake and about 


Bamboo is very .fine; rocks and blufffl, 
crags and glens in ever-increasing vari- 
ety as yon movo along. From Winoua to 
Stockton, Minn., tbe 
scenery is very 


beautiCnl. 
Here we come out on to the 


groat prairies ot the west. 
Tho crops 


Jook good all the way to Tracy, and from 
thonce to Huron, Dakota. Tho best and 
earliest gram TVO saw was in the' James 
.River valley, from Huron to Ordway, 
though from Huron (or the past fifteen 
miles they wero nothing to boast of. 


This valley is from twenty to sixty 


milow -wiiUc. ftnJ f»-*>Tirt_t-w^_.^0-.,4:1_1_r^r_JJL','Zr,T-, 
dradjmileB IqngVamffllmost" every section 
cajablo ot "cultivation. All along tbo 
lino from Huron to Colnmbia, fine vil- 
lages have sprung up as though by mag- 
ic in tho last two years. Huron and 
Aberdeen have assumed tho proportions 
ot cities and manifest Eo:)d business en- 
terprise i* not a lavish expenditure ot 
money for so new a country, 


Ordway is a line prairie town sur- 


rounded by the fineBt farms and farmioc 
we saw anywhere in our journey. 
An 


effort was made to to looate the capital 
of Dakota bore which failed, not because 
it W»s not the best location and most 
central m tho territory. 
Thero is now 


located hero on tho same site as that se- 
lected for tho capital, the Methodist uni- 
versity o£ Dakota. The excavations for 
the building are already completed and 
the foundations are being laid of a build- 
ing to cost about forty thousand dollars. 
The 
site 
is 
a 
most 
beantitul 


ouo 
overlooking 
the 
town 
and 


having a view of the prairie for forty 
miles m every direction. Ou the beauti- 
ful evening we stood on that elevation, 
we counted two hundred and twenty farm 
houses, not including any village, though 
Ordway, Aberdeen, Columbia, and Kath 
were in fall view,-and that without the 
aid of field glass. 


On tho afternoon ft the Fourth we 


helped celebrate tbo glorious day in 
West Poiot, a beautiful village lying m a 
hollow of tho great prairie, about nine 
miles from Ordway to the northwest. 
About three hundred people from the 
surrounding country gathered to do jus- 
tice to the occasion. 
. 


No whisky present as none is sold in 


the village, being shut out by law and 
none daring to trespass. 


Wo preached iu Ordway twice on Sun- 


day, to audiences of about two hundred 
each time, as bright, intelligent people as 
wo have ever had the pleasure to ad- 


No'saloons allowed hero by law. 
The 


law is obeyed. 


Ou our return trip we stopped at wa- 


tortown, where wo met our townsman, the 
Hon. 0. Or. Williauie, who took tho ut- 
most pains to show us through Water- 
town. Mr. Williams thinks Watertown 
is making the most speedy, and solid 
growth of any city in rhe Territory. We 
think this is true. Thero' are buildings 
being erected iu ail directions, and the 
city has doublod in population within a 
year. 
Two new railroads are 
bemg 


brought through the city, the Chicago 
and Book Island, and tho Minneapolis 
and St. Louis. There are two beautiful 
lakes near the city abounding m fish. 
Wo went from Watortown down tho Dig 
Sioux vnlley to Volga, on the Northwest- 
ern line to Tracy. This whole valley is 
being brought under cultivation, and like 
the James Eiver valley, the crops aro 
looking very fine, though not so tar ad- 
vanced. Dakota must become one of tho 
richest states iu the union, at no distant 
day in agricultural products, and teem- 
ing with a vast population.

C. C..B. Walker, in Coniing, during 
hia absence, wns committed with tho greatest 
cose, becauso tho safu in which tho jewelry 
was kept was not locked, I'.ns Eiv™ !'iso L0 
much surprise and unfavorable comment. 
No ono could understand how a man of tho 
ox-congressman's strict business methods 
could bo so careless and thoughtless in regard 
to the protection of bis household treasures, 
especially an many of them, through associa- 
tion and long family possession had a value 
to him much beyond their intrinsic worth. 
When questioned on tho subject by a frioniJ, 
tho latter was still further surprised to bo 
to'.cl by Mr. Walker that the fact of the sate 
being loft open was not tho result of carcloss- 
uess or thoughtk'.-isuoss, but was left open by 
hi.f express order and direction.

como then, and find that safo locked, thoy 
will bositato at no personal violence toward 
you in their efforts to effect an entrance 
to it..

treat- 


ment. Therefore, whon I am absent from 
homo tbo safo must not be lockod. Then if 
robbers como they will secure their booty 
and retiro without disturbing you.' Bobbers 
camu while I was away, secured tho booty, 
nnd left without disturbing Mrs. Walker or 
any ono else, Thoy woro oven considerate 
onougb to administer other to my wife, for 
fear of disturbing her. Suppose that safo 
bad bean locked. I don't care to ovon con- 
jecture what tbo consequences might have 
been, and 1 fool that in saving my family 
from them the paying of 55,000 wits a trilling 
matter."
